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labris Slmttlewortli M of Sowerby, Coneli. Teon. 1875, not Pupa 
crassilabris Parreyss in Pfeiffer, Mon. llcl. Viv. 2: 134, 1848). 
The eollcetion name attributed to Shuttlewortli was never pnb- 
Iislied by him, aiul in any ease eould not be used. C. striatcllum 
is slijrhtly largrer than any cabocruzcnsc seen, the typc figurc 
bein«r 25 mm. lon^r. Other differences as given in Man. Coneh. 
14: 192. The name Pupa striatclla was attributed to Ferussac, 
but was first published in Guerin-Mencville’s illustrated Itcgnc 
Animal of Cuvier (Moll. p. 16, pl. G, fig. 12). Tliis work ap- 
pearcd at intervals, plate 6 in 1829 or shortly after. Griffitli & 
Pidgeon eopied the figure (rather badlv) in their English edi- 
tion of 1834. It was this species which Dr. Bartsch planted in 
1915 on Loggerhead Key aiul Garden Key, Tortugas, where it 
still flourishes.— Pilsbry. 

Jeanne S. Sciiwengel was awarded the honorary degree of 
Sc.D. bv the University of Dayton, on April 18, in recognition 
of her work on mollusks.

MRS. W. H. ESHNAUR 
1862-1943 

There will be widespread rcgrct at the news of thc death of 
Mrs. W. II. Eshnaur, which occurred at Bellflowcr, Calif. on 
April 13th, 1943. Mrs. Eshnaur was the last of the group of 
conchologists who forined the original Conchological Club of 
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Southern Galifornia ancl carried on for manv years in a way 
whieli laid foundations for mueh of the work done later. 

Nannie Milton Moek was born near Eockport, Indiana, on 
April 17th, 1862, but was living in Missouri at the time of her 
marriage to Warren II. Eshnaur whieh took plaee at Kansas 
City, Mo., in 1884. She and Mr. Eshnaur were already inter- 
ested in shells before they moved to California in 1898, and after 
they settled at Terminal Island in 1903 they were able to spend 
a great deal of time and enthusiastic effort on eolleeting grounds 
that have been completely destroved by tlie dcvelopment of 
Los Angeles Harbor. Mrs. Eshnaur was not a charter member 
of the Conchologieal Club of Southern California but joined at 
a very early date. Beeause of the poor liealth whicli was a life- 
long handieap she was inaetivc for several years but was always 
interested and very kind in advising younger collectors in tlie 
best methods and localities for collecting the loeal shells. 

In 1919 Mr. and Mrs. Eshnaur moved to Bellfiower and shortly 
tliereafter Mrs. Eshnaur revived her club membership and as the 
elub was no longer exelusivelv feminine Mr. Eslniaur joined the 
elub roll. After Mr. Eshnaur’s retirement from aetive railroad- 
ing the Eshnaurs made several long trips and added a great deal 
to their alrcady Iargc collection. But Mr. Eshnaur passed awav 
in 1935 and since that time Mrs. Eslmaur, realizing tliat none of 
her family were partieularly interested in sliells, had given in- 
valuable material ineluding thc type of Pcriploma sulcata Dall, 
to the U. S. N. M., had sold her nmin colleetion and arranged 
for the distribution of manv duplieates to a new generation of 
collectors. 

Mrs. Eshnaur is survived bv onc son, three grandehildren, 
and five great-grandchildren, but the group of friends and 
eorrespondents who will miss Iier is spread over nnieli of the 
world.—E. M. Chace.
